Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
administration  and  were  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

The  County  Council  decided  in  1959  to  provide  each  midwife  with  a  Trilene 
Analgesia  Machine  in  addition  to  the  Gas  and  Air  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  w’as  given  in  66  cases  ^  Trilene  v/as  adm.inistered  in  88 
cases  and  with  Fethidizie  in  283  cases . 

Ante— Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  two  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at  Pontefract 
and  Knottingley.  During  the  year  266  patients  attended.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  was  1,14-6.  33  patients  were  examined  post-natally  during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 


Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Featherstone  Clinics.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tu.ierculosis . 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in 
the  year  of  their  13th »  birthday.  Wixh  the  consent  of  the  parents, 
a  test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  alrea.dy  encountered  the 
germ  of  Tubez'culosis »  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assiimod  that  the  child  is  acguj-ring  a  natural  immunity.

I  ha.ve  much  pleasure  in  presenting  eleventh  ^inntial  Report  on 
conditions  in  the  rural  area  concerning  general  Public  Health  and 
Rj^vdronmental  Hygiene,  together  v/ith  an  aocount  of  the  services 
associated  with  these  matters,  for  the  year  196h, 

The  report  is  divided  into  three  principal  sections  relating  to 
Enviromental  Hygiene,  Housing  and  Food  Hygiene.  These  are  followed 
by  an  appendix  of  tables  and  the  special  annex  on  the  prescribed 
particulars  on  the  adiuinistration  of  the  Fa-ctories  Act,  I96I,  This 
appendix  also  contains  a  copy  of  the  first  annual  report  to  the  ..^inistei 
of  Labour  on  the  administration  of  the  Offices ,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  19^3. 

It  is  al'ways  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  on  advancement  tomrds 
better  conditions,  but  it  is  even  more  so  T/hen  \;elcome  signs  of  progress 
can  be  seen  to  be  talcing  place.  Tvro  such  obvious  instances  are,  the 
construction  of  a  sewerage  system  for  Hillan  and  Monlc  Fryston  and  the 
erection  of  a  large,  relatively  high,  single  claiimey  stack  for  the 
Ferrybridge  ”A"  Electric  Generating  Station.  The  fomer  will  enable  man^'- 
units  of  priintive  sanitation  to  be  dispensed  with  and  the  latter  ■'.mil 
replace  all  six  remaining  low  level  si;ioke  stacks  at  this  generating  station. 

Only  one  important  piece  of  legislation  affecting  matters  in  this 
report  caae  on  to  the  statute  book  during  the  year  and  that  was  the  nev/ 
Housing  Act,  I96A.  In  this  Act,  for  the  first  tme  in  any  housing  act 
■DOT/ers  are  given  to  local  authorities  to  obtain,  ■under  certain  circ^ura 
stances,  the  compulsory  improvement  of  dvrelling  houses. 

Hitli  the  greater  part  of  the  Coimcil’s  slim  clearmice  prograirime 
completed,  the  building  programrae  has  been  slov/ed  dovn,  but  the  great

superstructure  of  the  i^roudiic  Egghorough  Generating  Station  now 
doi:iinating  the  coi-citryside,  is  a  sharp  reminder  that  the  requirement 
for  houses  will  increase  ;and  land  must  be  found  qiiickly  to  se-tisf^^ 
this  need. 

The  continued  increase  in  the  demand  on  ones  time  for  adjnini- 
strative  duties,  especially  by  the  central  government,  make  it 
imipossible  to  carry  out  the  many  routine  inspections  so  necessary  if 
standards  are  to  be  maintained.  Fifteen  different  statutory 
instruraonts  made  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railv/ay  Premises  Act 
alone  give  soiae  idea  of  what  ha.s  to  be  dealt  with  and.  so  it  is  only 
possible  to  cope  with  priority  duties  relating  to  current  activities. 

Jia^’'  I  conclude  by  thanking  my  clerk  and.  \;-orla.ien  for  their  in¬ 
valuable  help  w'ithin  the  ciepartment,  the  heads  and  staff  of  other 
departments  and  i.iembers  of  the  Council,  both  collectively  and  individ¬ 
ually  for  their  helj)  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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VfATER  SUPPLIES 

The  whole  of  the  vra.ter  supirly  for  the  district  is  supplied  by  the 
Pontefract  j  Goole  and  Selby  Water  Dor?a*d,  The  three  principal  sources 
of  supply  are  boreholes  all  situated  \/ithin  the  rural  area  at  Kcllinpton, 
Hensall  and  IIeck» 

The  demand  for  water  has  rapidly  increased  durinp;  the  past  few  years 
and  althoush  the  linl^;  main  from  Carleton  to  Barrington  has  helped  consider¬ 
ably  tovrards  giving  a  completely  satisfactory  suioply  to  that  village,  like 
other  places  at  the  western  end  of  the  trunk  mains,  the  pressure  there  is 
very  low  at  tiiaes  of  heavy  demand. 

The  necessity  to  have  water  for  the  construction  of  the  Eggborough  and 
Ferrybridge  "C"  Generating  Staticios  and  the  ever  increasing  domestic  demand 
from  the  Pontefract  side  of  the  Board’s  area  has  created  a  general  shortage 
of  water  and  pressure  has  been  low  in  the  parishes  of  Brotherton,  B^oran  and 
Pairburn  too,  but  the  Board  have  obtained  consent  to  construct  a  linic  main 
from  I, Ionic  Fryston  to  Fairbum  which  should  help  the  aforementioned  parishes. 
This  work  has  already  been  commenced. 

The  Board  have  been  very  concerned  about  the  limited  sources  of  supply  - 
and  the  facilities  to  distribute  the  suivply  to  v/hore  it  is  most  reciuired 
and  peraission  will  be  sought  to  sinlc  more  boreholes  at  Carlton  and  construct 
additional  trunlc  mains  from  Carlton  to  East  Ilard^Tick,  essential  to  enable 
the  Board  to  make  the  distribution  of  these  supplies  adequate  and  to  meet 
future  demands.

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WATER  SUPPLIES,  continued 

One  of  the  most  contentious  areas  regarding  the  supply  of  water  in 
recent  years  has  been  the  West  Park  area  of  Darrington,  due  to  the  limit¬ 
ation  of  a  1”  pipe  sejTving  the  area.  Hov/ever,  I  aia  pleased  to  say  arrange¬ 
ments  have  nov/  been  made  to  bring  an  additional  3"  pipe  from  the  main  to 
this  area  vdiich  should  put  an  end  to  most  of  the  diffionlties  encoimtered. 

Although  there  have  been  I'-iany  more  conplaints  during  the  past  year  than 
in  previous  years,  about  v/ater  supplies,  the  principal  complaint  has  been 
concerned  vd.th  the  colour  of  the  water.  This  is  due  to  the  sudden  changes 
in  pressiire  in  the  mains,  brought  about  by  fractures  or  extremely  heavy 
demand,  but  as  the  tables  show,  this  does  not  oi*fect  in  any  v/ay  the 
bacteriological  quality  of  the  v/ater. 

SANITARY  ACCOrniODATION 


With  the  demolition  of  old  properties,  the  improvement  of  other 
properties  especially  in  areas  served  by  new  sev/ers,  the  number  of  properties 
virithout  water-borne  sanitation  has  decreased  by  a  further 

With  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Ilillam  and  Itonlc  Fryston  v/ell  on  the  way  to 
completion,  this  figure  will  undoubtedly  decrease  at  a  greater  rate  next 
year  and  progressively  so  when  the  other  projected  sevrerage  schemes  are 
completed. 

By  converting  and  modernising  eight  of  its  houses  at  Ilighgate  and  four 
at  Lowgate,  Balne,  the  Council  have  not  lagged  behind  in  this  matter,  indeed 
a  sroall  disposal  plant  had  to  be  specifically  constructed  for  each  of  the  tvro 
sites  to  enable  this  to  be  done. 

Altogether,  in  19^4,  24  privies  and  4C  pail  closets  vrere  replaced  by 
virater  closets  and  14  privies  were  changed  over  to  pail  or  chemical  closets. 

The  conversion  grant  available  xmder  the  Public  Health  Acts  has  been 
used  on  occasions,  but  as  other  improvements  are  generally  imdertaken  at  the 
same  time  as  conversions,  the . advantage  of  the  higher  improvement  grant  is 
usually  taken  in  such  instances, 

Althou^^  progress  has  been  made  in  removing  these  many  blots  on  a  so- 
called  civilised  community,  it  has  been  extremely  slow,  and  the  removal  of 
the  remaining  insanitaiy  abominations  must  still  be  a  priority  for  all 
concerned.

In 
addition,  the  official  inquiry  into  the  proposed  Eggborough  and  V/hitley 
sewerage  scheme  \7as  held  early  in  the  year  and  so  perhaps  this  work  Tri.ll 
commence  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

Turning  to  the  largest  sewerage  schene  of  all,  the  ill-fated  schene 
for  the  parishes  of  Brotherton,  B3rrain  and  Eairhixm,  now  joint  with  "both 
ICnottingley  and  Pontefract.  How  encouraging  it  woxild  have  "been  if  similar 
progress  could  ha.ve  been  reported  instead  of  the  disturbing  delays,  dis¬ 
agreements  and.  do\^right  distrusb,  even  in  the  face  of  expert  advice,  on 
the  question  of  the  suitability  of  the  chosen  site.  So  further  delays  had 
to  be  siiffered  in  order  to  prove  the  site  by  a  series  of  three  trial  bore 
holes.  Happily,  in  the  month  of  December,  the  site  was  proved  after  only 
two  of  these  had  been  completed  and  so  at  last  a  start  could  be  made  in 
getting  out  all  the  necessary  details  for  final  approval. 

So  far  as  the  Rural  District  is  concerned,  this  scheme  has  been 
fraught  with  one  delay  and  frustration  after  another,  so  by  na7  I  doubt 
if  anyone  connected  with  this  Council  really  v/ould  be  surprised  if  one 
of  the  geological  faults  in  the  strata  adjacent  to  the  site  stairted 
slipping  but  more  likely  a  further  economic  squeeze  may  delay  i:iatters. 

It  is  a  matter  of  paramount  public  health  importance  for  the  remaining 
parts  of  the  rural  area  to  be  sewered  as  quiclUy  as  possible,  although  it 
should  be  appreciated  that  it  is  not  always  a  practical  proposition  to 
provide  such  facilities  in  sparsely  populated  areas  or  for  the  fringe  areas 
of  some  villages.  To  overcome  this  problem,  modernisation  of  properties 
with  the  help  of  the  appropriate  grant  should  be  further  encouraged. 

Perhaps  the  most  pressing  iDroblem  of  all  in  connection  with  sewerage 
and  sev/age  disposal  is  a  most  difficult  one,  that  of  dealing  with  trade 
effluent  froi.i  fanas  and  other  agricultioral  establishments.  Many  suggest¬ 
ions  have  been  made,  some  simple,  others  requiring  a  slide  rule  to  administer, 
but  whichever  system  the  Council  choose 'to  adopt ,  the  one  certain  known 
factor  is  that  the  treatment  of  these  strong  effluents  will  not  be  cheap,

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  SERVICE,  continued 

This  is  one  of  the  few  obvious  services  given  to  occupiers  at  their 
ovm  premises  in  return  for  the  payment  of  rates  and  its  very  nature  malces 
it  extremely  vulnerable  to  criticism.  It  is  perhaps  understandable  then 
that  any  temporairy  shortcomings  in  the  service  are  seized  upon  by  some 
ratepayers  to  give  vent  to  their  feelings  at  having  to  meet  the  increasing 
cost  of  such  a  service. 

Nevertheless,  today,  vdio  coxiLd  these  sai.ie  people  employ  to  come  along 
to  their  own  homes,  in  wind,  rain,  snow,  fog,  extreme  cold,  or  in  extremely 
hot  v/eather,  and  remove  a  bin  full  of  rubbish,  cart  it  a\vay  and  dispose  of 
it  for  under  one  shilling  per  visit,  except  the  local  authority? 

The  difficulties  of  maintaining  this  service  in  the  face  of  the  ever 
increasing  amount  of  waste  set  out  for  collection,  a  sharp  rise  in  the 
number  of  properties  serviced  and  a  dej)leting  laboixr  force  to  call  upon, 
have  been  many.  Only  the  loyalty  and  lonstinting  efforts  of  the  foreman 
and  regular  members  of  the  collection  personnel,  have  prevented  a  coniplete 
breakdown  on  more  than  one  occasion, 

A  little  more  thought  and  co-operation  by  some  householders,  especially 
those  who  are  new'  to  residing  in  a  Rural  District  and  also  by  certain 
hoteliers,  in  helping  to  reduce  the  volur;ie  of  rubbish  set  out  for  collection 
by  simple  compaction  and  the  keeping  of  dust  bins  tidy  and  dry,  wotold  not 
only  be  appreciated  but  would  help  to  provide  a  better,  cheaper  and  more 
hygienic  service,  alvrays  remembering  that  flies  and  veri:m.n  do  not  come  to 
dust  bins  unless  they  are  invited. 

Unfortunately^,  there  is  nov7  insufficient  time  to  cohplete  the  schedule 
of  collections  during  normal  working  hours  and  in  order  not  to  disrupt  the 
service  completely,  the  emptying  of  the  remaining  ashpits  and  middens  lias 
had  to  be  undertaken  on  alternate  Saturdays, 

However,  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses  in  the  southern 
end  of  the  district,  the  time  has  ncfw  arrived  v\rhen  a  second  vehicle  Vvrill  have 
to  be  brought  into  use  on  a  part  time  be^sis  at  first,  but  ultiiaately  on  a 
full  tiLie  basis  with  additional  personnel  to  man  it. 

It  is  perhaps  expedient  here  to  tlaank  the  supervisory  staff  of  the 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  on  the  construction  of  the  Eggborough 
Power  Station,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  organising  a  system  of 
refuse  disposal  on  the  site  which  enables  the  Council*  s  vehicle  to  collect 
the  residual  refuse  from  a  single  collection  point.  This  has  effected  a 
considerable  saving  of  time  and  is  much  appreciated. 

By  now  the  working  party  on  refuse  collection  Y\d.ll  be  completxng  its 
task  and  their  report  is  awaited  with  great  anticipation.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

This  year  lias  been  a  most  difficult  one  from  the  point  of  view  of  refuse 
disposal  by  not  having  a  tip  available  in  the  Darrington,  Romersley  area, 
iin  even  greater  handicap  was  placed  on  this  service  by  the  rapid  development 
which  is  taking  place  in  Darrington,  All  refuse  collected  in  these  areas 
has  had  to  be  transported  through  to  the  tip  at  Beal,  ’whereas,  before  the 
Coijncil  was  given  notice  to  quit  the  tij)  at  Cridling  Stubbs,  the  haul  \/as 
only  a  third  of  the  distance. 
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REFUSE  DISP0Si\L,  continued 

It  became  ii:^erative  to  find  a  new  tipping  site  in  this  southern 
section  of  the  district  as  soon  as  possible  and  after  what  seemed  like 
an  endless  search,  negotiations  were  opened  vd.th  the  Forestry  Commission 
for  the  lease  of  part  of  Castle  Hill  Quarry,  Stapleton  and  agreeuient  on 
Heads  of  Terms  has  now  been  reached,  so  perhaps  before  long  this  site  will 
be  available. 

The  lifter  character  of  refuse  new  collected,  makes  it  ahnost  iri'5)ossible 
to  make  a  satisfactory  surface  upon  which  vehicles  can  travel,  so  it  has 
been  necessary  to  bring  many  loads  of  inert  hard  material  to  the  tipping 
sites  and  spread  it  over  the  surface  to  form  a  hard  crust  for  vehicles  to 
run  on.  This  has  increased  the  cost  of  tippinp:  and  unfortunately,  more 
and  more  raaterial  of  this  kind  Virill  be  required  as  time  goes  on.

TRANSPORT 

The  l6  -  18  cu.yd.  S.  D.  Freighter  is  nav  inadequate  to  cope  with  the 
increase  in  bulk  of  refuse  and  at  times  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  the 
spare  frei^^ter  especially  at  holiday  times  in  order  to  complete  the  schedule. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  for  some  form  of  coi-^ression  apparatus  to 
coE:5)act  the  refuse  in  the  vehicle,  to  be  used  in  order  to  cut  down  Journeys 
to  the  tips.  The  problem  is  not  an  easy  one  in  rural  areas  such  as  this, 
as  it  is  essential  for  our  vehicles  to  have  water-tight  rear  doors. 

The  use  of  the  larger  vehicles  on  the  periodical  servicing  of  middens 
lias  proved  to  be  both  satisfactory  and  economical, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES

Some  difficnUty  has  been  experienced  on  one  site  in  enforcing  the 
licensing  conditions  and  the  usual  hunt  for  "pirates"  has  talcen  place 
but  7/ith  the  excellent  liaison  established  betvfeen  the  Area  Planning 
Officer  and  the  department,  most  cases  liave  been  successfully  dealt  Vidth 
by  informal  action, 

CONTROL  OP  DIRTY  Al'ID  VERIvEENOUS  PPJS'IISES 


Very  few  cases  of  such  premises  ever  occur  in  the  rural  area,  but 
several  houses  are  occupied  by  so  called  "problem  fai.iilies"  ,  where 
conditions  can  be  quite  deplorable. 

There  is  no  clear  cut  solution  to  such  cases,  education  will  help 
some,  but  not  others.  Perhaps  in  certain  cases  a  stricter  control  is 
necessary  but  this  can  be  very  tine  consuming  and  in  the  end  has  no 
lasting  effect  as  some  farailies  are  happier  \7ith  their  squalor  than 
without  it, 

FACTORIES 

All  statistics  in  respect  of  factory  inspections  are  to  be  found  at 
the  end  of  the  report. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  MD  RAILTAY  PREIgSES 

For  the  first  tLme  the  shop  and  office  worker  has  been  given  the 
protection  against  adverse  working  conditions  that  the  factory  worker  has 
enjoyed  for  decades. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railamy  Premises  Act  of  19^3  caae  into  force 
last  August  and  this  Act  has  set  dovwi  standards  for  the  safety,  welfare  and 
health  of  persons  v/orking  in  those  premises. 

As  coiqparatively  few  premises  in  the  rural  district  come  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act,  by  far  the  most  onerous  task  in  adi.iinistering  it  has 
been  to  try  and  read  tlrrough  the  enormous  arount  of  literature  which  has 
been  continually  received  since  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

To  save  tirae  and  visits,  all  prenrLses  likely  to  require- registration 
V7ere  circularized  and  eventually  registration  was  coi::pleted.  The  greatest 
difficulty  of  all  has  been  one  of  demarcation  and  I  ani  very  grateful  for 
the  co-operation  and  help  given  by  both  the  District  Factory  Inspector  and 
G.  G.  S,  Richardson,  the  officer  appointed  for  this  area  under  section  57 
of  the  Act. 

In  all,  29  premises  have  been  registered  v/ith  the  Council,  of  these 
only  eight  have  more  than  five  people  employed  and  of  the  eight,  seven  are 
catering  establishments,  therefore  it  is  quite  evident  already,  that  the 
safety,  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  employed  in  such  premises  is  not 
a  serious  problem  in  this  rural  district, 

PESTOLOGY 

The  number  of  canplaints  concerning  infestations  by  ants  have  again 
increased  and  as  these  are  one  of  the  most  difficult  creatures  to  eradicate 
the  co-operation  of  the  occupier  is  most  essential  in  order  to  trace  the 
nests.  Unfortunately  this  is  not  alv/ays  forthcoming  as  there  is  still  a 
■vvi despread  belief  that  the  "magic"  powder  spray  means  instant  destruction 
to  all  crawling  and  flying  insects. 

One  \musual  type  of  infestation  was  dealt  mth  during  the  year  at 
Darrington,  v/'here  a  nxir.iber  of  poplar  trees  around  a  dwelling  house  were 
affected  by  swarms  of  aphides. 
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PBSTOLOGy ,  continued 


Various  powders  and  solutions  containing  a  cor.iparatively  low  percent¬ 
age  of  toxic  substances,  were  used  in  the  i.iajority  of  instances,  hut  if 
circumstances  pemitted,  hydrogen  cyanide  powder  was  used  for  the 
destruction  of  v/asps’  nests.

RODENT  CONTROL 

All  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge  and  for  non-domestic 
and  agricultural  prer.uses,  the  Council's  contract  service  is  available 
either  on  a  yearly  basis  or  for  single  treatments, 

A  considerable  aiuount  of  tiiae  is  spent  on  keeping  the  Council’s 
awn  property  and  land  free  from  infestation,  especially  refuse  tips  and 
sewage  worlcs.  liowever,  the  most  difficult  task  of  all  continues  to  be 
the  treatment  of  open  dykes  v/hich  receive  foul  drainage  from  one  source 
or  another.  Some  of  these  are  qioite  vn.de  and  deep,  presenting  quite  a 
hazard  for  the  operatives  concerned  with  their  treatment.  The  ideal 
time  to  carry  out  vrork  in  these  dykes  is  after  all  the  undergrowth  has 
been  cleared  away  and  the  full  co-operation  of  all  is  essential  if  woirth 
while  results  are  to  be  obtained. 

The  problem  of  these  dykes  is  closely  associated  v/ith  the  provision 
of  adequate  sewage  facilities  and  mil  diminish  as  sewerage  schemes  are 
completed,  but  it  vn.ll  not  disappear  completely,  as  in  the  more  sparsely 
populated  e.reas,  such  dykes  will  continue  to  receive  effluent  from 
individual  premises. 

There  are  39  different  dykes  to  be  treated,  making  a  total  of  17 
miles. 


A  series  of  troublesome  infestations  occurred  at  or  nearby  the 
principal  lay-byes  on  the  A,1  and  other  trunlc  roads.  These  lay-byes  are 
often  sitviated  in  open  country  and  scraps  of  food  scattered  about  by 
thoughtless  travellers  initially  attract  these  creatures  and  large 
infestations  soon  build  up, 

Fortvinately  the  new  regulations  geveming  the  use  of  quick  acting 
poisons  and  the  Poisons  ( Fluoroacetainide  and  Fluoroacetanilide)  Rules 
1964  permits  the  use  of  these  substances  in  sewers  and  this  will  be  a 
great  help  in  future  sewer  treatments  as  the  iise  of  these  poisons  is  by 
far  the  most  effective  method  of  combating  rodents  in  sewers. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  No,  1 
Worlcable  Area  Cor.unittee  which  meets  to  discuss  new  techniques  and 
endeavours  to  obtain  systematic  coverage  throughout  this  part  of  the

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ATirOSHIERIC  POLIOTION 


Although  the  district  does  not  significantly  contribute  to  the 
general  level  of  atmospheric  pollution,  as  it  does  not  have  any  large 
centres  of  popiilation,  it  does  receive  a  fair  amount  of  "fall  out"  from 
the  adjacent  "black  areas". 

This  has  been  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  Ferrybridge  "A" 

Power  Station,  as  the  parishes  of  Byram  and  Brotherton,  being  on  rising 
ground  and  downwind  of  the  Station  receive  the  discharge  from  the  low 
level  chimney  stacks  at  tiraes  of  adverse  weather  conditions  and  the 
result  is  most  unpleasant. 

In  consequence  of  many  direct  and  indirect  representations  to  the 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board,  the  foiir  lower  stacks  of  this 
Station  have  already  been  taken  dovai.  Tliis  certainly  lias  helped,  but 
the  remaining  six  chimneys  are  relatively  low  by  today’s  standards  and 
the  problem  was  by  no  means  solved  with  these  still  in  operation. 

iifter  further  comiilaints  and  investigation,  the  Central  Electricity 
Generating  Board  agreed  that  these  six  chimneys  should  be  replaced  by  a 
single  stack  of  a  far  greater  height. 

This  was  good  neivs  indeed  and  in  fact  the  building  of  this  strucoure 
had  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year,  B^hen  this  is  completed,  the 
products  of  combustion  iTill  be  discharged  at  a  height  of  4-50  feet  instead 
of  at  200  feet  and  v/ith  the  obvious  greater  velocity  of  discharge,  the 
local  residents  should  be  free  from  this  long  standing  nuisance  in  the 
foreseeable  future, 

Pith  the  planning  of  the  Ferrybridge  "C"  and  the  Eggboroug^i  Pov/er 
Stations,  the  Board  have  extended  their  activities  in  the  measuring  of 
atmospheric  pollution  and  have  noiv  ten  stations  set  up  in  the  Rural 
District  and  the  Board’ s  officer  responsible  for  these  activities  has 
Icindly  given  permission  for  the  results  to  be  included  in  this  report 
along  with  those  from  the  Council’ s  cmn  stations  in  the  Kellingley  area.

With  the  supplies  of  preini\xn  solid  fuels  hecoraing  more  plentiful 
and  room  heaters  designed  to  burn  hard  coke  becoming  more  iDopular,  many 
presmies  in  the  R\ara.l  District  are  "smokeless". 

The  Council  too  has  played  its  part  in  preparing  for  the  future  by 
giving  instructions  that  all  solid  fuel  aiJioliances  to  be  installed  in 
their  houses  shall  be  capable  of  burning  hard  coke,  supplies  of  v;-hich 
are  particularly  plentiful  in  this  area. 

Although  iDrogress  is  slow,  gradually  this  grea.t  social  evil  of 
atmospheric  pollution  is  being  eliminated,  however  let  us  not  be 
complacent  about  these  matters  but  contribute  as  best  vre  can. 
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HOUSING  GHIERAL 


The  total  nuunber  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  lists  is  about  the 
same  as  for  last  year,  but  there  ivere  more  urgent  cases  waiting  to  be 
dealt  Td-th  at  the  end  of  1964  than  for  the  last  few  years.  This  is  a 
reflection  on  the  significant  drop  in  the  niomber  of  houses  completed 
during  the  year  and  in  the  number  of  families  rehoused  by  the  CoiAiicil 
which  was  almost  halved.  In  all,  only  43  families  were  rehoused,  of 
those,  12  were  from  imfit  houses,  10  by  v/ay  of  exchanges  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  21  were  cases  of  general  need,  9  being  without  a  hone  of  their  ovm. 

Of  the  12  flats  coivipleted  at  Uyrara  Park,  the  six  ground  floor  ones 
were  let  to  elderly  people  and  the  dwellings  were  coupled  to  a  nearby 
warden’ s  quarters  by  the  speech  call  system  of  communication,  or  Warden' s 
Intercomraunication  Call  System  as  it  is  officially  Icnown. 

There  is  naw  probably  a  greater  demand  for  smaller  accoromodation  to 
rehouse  the  elderly  than  for  any  other  type  and  remembering  that  quite  a 
n\amber  of  our  three  bedrooned  coxmcil  houses  are  occupied  by  aging  single 
persons,  the  provision  of  s\ii table  accommodation  for  these  senior  citizens 
would  in  tvim  release  the  larger  houses  for  yoimger  faiiiilies,  thereby'- 
satisfying  the  needs  of  tvro  applicants  on  the  v/aiting  lists  for  each  unit 
so  provided. 

Now  the  warden  sux^ervised  accommodation  has  proved  to  be  a  f^reat 
success,  especially  where  the  communication  system  allows  the  ¥/arden  to 
speak  to  the  resident  and  vice  versa  and  with  the  initial  scepticism  nca^ 
long  passed,  there  is  a  growing  appreciation  of  this  service  and  with  it 
a  greater  desire  on  the  part  of  the  elderly  to  be  living  in  such  dwellings. 

The  v/ardens  have  played  a  big  part  in  helping  these  schemes  along  and 
have  contributed  their  tiiae  and  energies  far  beyond  the  call  of  duty ,  which 
has  been  xp^eatly  apxoreciated. 

The  success  of  the  tlaree  storey  block  at  Byram  has  proved  that  by  the 
judicious  selection  of  suitable  tenants,  the  elderly  can  live  quite  hamaon- 
iously  with  the  not  so  elderly,  but  it  can  be  quite  a  different  iiiatter  when 
the  elderly  are  nixed  with  young  families. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  various  parishes  were  invited  to 
submit  to  the  Council  their  own  estimates  on  the  number  of  dvirellings 
required  for  the  elderly  and  when  all  these  have  been  received  and  assessed, 
it  may  be  ]possible  to  drav/'  up  a  sensible  building  prograirae . 


OVERCROWDING 

There  is  no  significant  problem  in  the  Rural  Area,  although  if  the 
statutory  standard  set  nearly  30  years  ago  was  revised,  no  doubt  a  fev/ 
more  cases  vfould  cone  to  light, 

CLEARAI^CE  OF  UI^IT  HOUSES 

As  mentioned  last  year,  the  cost  and  the  necessity  to  obtain  riiaximum 
benefit  from  the  use  of  suitable  building  land  is  making  its  acquisition 
more  and  more  difficult.  This  in  t\arn  is  slov/ing  down  rehousing  and  the 
ultimate  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  One  site  already  acquired,  when  built 
upon  could  cause  the  clearance  of  all  unfit  houses  in  that  village,  however, 
"this  site  cannot  be  used  at  present  as  mining  subsidence  is  still  affecting 

the  area. 

As  a  result  of  these  difficulties,  only  8  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit  and  13  actually  demolished  in  1964  hut  on  reading  these  figures  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  majority  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district ^ have 
been  dealt  with  already  and  the  end  of  the  problem  is  very  much  in  sight, 
rather  different  to  ten  years  ago  virhen  aLnost  a  quarter  of  the  houses  in  the 
district  were  classified  as  unfit.

NBN  HOUSES 


With  significant  development  taking  place  in  the  southern  parishes, 
a  complete  reversal  in  the  trend  of  previous  years  has  taken  place  as 
during  the  year  seven  times  more  houses  were  bioilt  for  private  occupation 
than  for  the  Council.  It  seems  likely  this  trend  will  continue  in  all 
probability  for  the  next  year  or  so  at  any  rate. 

Councils  have  been  asked  from  tine  to  time  to  consider  factory 
built  houses  and  although  these  seem  to  be  well  planned  and  are  avail-^ 
able  with  an  external  finish  assim-ulating  the  traditionally  built  house, 
as  far  as  one  can  see,  the  only  major  advantage  lies  in  the  speed  of 
erection.  If  their  cost  was  less  than  that  of  the  tradional  house 
instead  of  greater,  they  would  be  far  more  popular,  especially  with  the 
smaller  authorities. 

REPAIR  OF  UNPIT  HOUSES. 

This  work  continues  in  a  slow  but  methodical  ivay  and  as  a  result, 
twenty-one  houses  were  made  fit  by  inforr.^al  action  by  the  Council  and 
five  houses  as  a  result  of  formal  action, 

n{PR0VEI.iE?!T  OF  EXISTBTG  HOUSES 


The  number  of  houses  improved  by  the  aid  of  an  improvement  grant 
increased  on  the  previous  year,  two- thirds  of  the  27  dwellings  improved 
were  by  the  Standard  Grant, 

These  Grants  have  not  been  very  popular  with  the  owners  of  tenanted 
properties  and  almost  75^  of  improvement  grants  have  been  to  owner- 
occupiers,  As  it  was  felt  many  houses  could  be  provided  with  modem 
amenities  and  serve  as  useful  accommoda.tion  for  a  number  of  years  to 
come  until  all  the  really  unfit  houses  were  removed  from  the  landscape, 
the  nev/  Horising  Act  provides  measures  whereby  whole  areas  can  be 
compulsorily  improved,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

It  is  doubtful  v/hether  any  such  areas  of  so  called  "twilight 
properties"  exist  in  the  Rural  District,  although  there  are  a  few 
isolated  properties  where  improvement  coimld  be  carried  out. 

The  new  Act  has  made  the  administration  of  the  Grant  scheme  fax' 
more  corplicated  than  it  was,  as  now  a  certain  amount  of  discretioh  con 
be  exercised  in  the  case  of  a- Standard  Grant  where  additional  works  are 
necessapr  for  the  provision  of  the  standard,  amenities. 
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II.IFROVEI.iSNT  OF  EXISTHTG  HOUSES ,  continued 

If  the  conditions  set  out  are  fulfilled,  a  local  authority  cannot 
refuse  to  give  a  Standard  Grant  for  the  basic  ainenities  such  as  bath, 
W.C.,  food  store,  v/ash-hand  basin  and  hot  vmter  system.  These  Standard 
Grants  however  are  only  concerned  \Tith  the  provision  of  amenities  and 
not  general  inpiroveinents  such  as  the  elimination  of  damxoness,  the 
provision  of  adequate  lighting  and  ventilation,  -which  can  be  done  with 
the  Discretionary  Grant,  It  follov/s  that  many  of  these  properties  are 
being  preserved  as  it  were  for  a  specific  nuiaber  of  years  until  the 
general  standard  of  housing  is  improved  -  as  it  surely  T/ill,  then  they 
vri.ll  become  obsolete. 

The  complete  modernisation  and  repair  of  suitable  properties  is 
essential  and  complimentary  to  any  housing  prograixime  in  order  to  limit 
or  even  stop  the  gradual  decay  which  eventually  makes  a  hovise  unfit, 

With  this  in  mind  the  Comcil  have  had  the  foresight  to  adopt  such  a 
policy  in  respect  of  the  older  type  of  Council  houses  and  have  commenced 
such  a  modernisation  programme.  The  schemes  in  the  sparsely  popvilated 
parish  of  Dalne  include  the  construction  of  small  sewage  disposal  works. 
This  modernisation  programme  will  continue  until  all  the  council  owned 
properties  have  been  provided  vri-th  a  modern  standard  of  amenity.

The  Heat  Inspection  Regulations  have  na\7  "been  in  force  for  over 
twelve  months  and  the  task  of  the  single  handed  Riiral  Inspector  has 
been  far  greater  than  it  ever  ought  to  be  because  the  hours  of  slaughter 
are  not  limited  and  country  butchers  nearly  always  slaughter  at  night 
and  at  week  ends.  Various  representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Minister  over  this  and  we  are  told  tha.t  to  limit  the  hours  of  slaughter 
would  upset  the  trade  and  curtail  some  meat  supplies.  However,  it  is 
a  fact  that  a  great  many  municipalities  limit  the  hours  of  slaughter  in 
their  own  abattoirs  and  the  trade  seems  to  inanage  quite  satisfactorily  in 
these  instances, 

T/ith  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  butchers  in  this  district,  the 
amount  of  ’’off  duty'*  meat  inspection  is  limited,  nevertheless,  many  v/eek- 
ends  and  every  Bank  Holiday  are  not  the  breaks  they  are  intended  to  be 
because  of  this  utmecessary  tie.

FOOD  liTCIENE 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  has  generally  improved  vdth  the  modern¬ 
isation  of  shops  and  other  food  premises  throughout  the  district.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  regrettable  that  due  to  jjressure  of  vrork  in  other  fields,  less 
time  has  been  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  such  promises  than  the  minimum 
required  for  proper  coverage. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  Report  last  year  that  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  had  been  in  force  for  nearly  ten  years  and  a  grea.t  deal 
of  complacency  had  developed  both  in  the  trade  and  by  the  general 
public.  Then  came  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  wh5.ch  startled  every¬ 
one  connected  with  the  food  trade. 

If  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  had  made  it  obligatory  for  all  cooked 
meats,  etc,,  to  be  kept  at  a  temperature  of  50°  P  until  sold  to  a  customer, 
or  in  the  case  of  catering  premises  until  ready  for  immediate  consumption, 
perhaps  the  Aberdeen  outbreak  would  have  been  extremely  limited. 

If  the  storing  of  such  food  at  a  suitably  low  temperature  was  made 
compulsory  tomorrow,  would  it  cause  any  Imrdship  as  suggested  in  the 
Aberdeen  report?  After  all,  the  bulk  of  this  Rural  District  is  a  remote 
area  covered  by  small  shops,  yet  practically  every  village  shop  has  a 
refiagerated  display  already  installed. 

On  looking  back,  this  ver^''  point  on  the  storage  of  certain  cooked 
foods  at  lov/  temperatures  v/as  mentioned  in  this  Report  for  the  year  1956 
and  after  all,  it  is  only  common  sense. 

There  is  no  doubt  food  liygiene  could  be  considerably  improved  if 
the  general  public  refused  to  put  up  mth  unhygienic  practices.  One 
could  iimgine  the  resxilt  if  each  visit  by  the  public  to  food  premises 
becaj-ne  tantamount  to  an  inspection  and  food  was  either  refused  or  not 
purchased  as  a  result  of  some  neglect,  oversight  or  malpractice  on  the 
part  of  the  retailer. 

The  itinerant  food  trader  presents  quite  a  problem  in  a  rural 
district  not  only  is  he  quite  often  the  worst  offender  of  all  but  the 
most  elusive.  Some  forra  of  registration  for  these  traders  is  required 
and  if  an  anmaal  licence  had  to  be  granted  it  would  not  present  any 
hardship  to  the  genuine  thoughtful  trader  but  y/ould  enable  the  authority 
to  deal  more  effectivel3r  with  the  other  kind.
